This is an 
imperative and immediate necessity.

Editor Manufactuiers’ Record: 
Since our last report the cottonseed-oil 
market has been extremely dull, without

Prices are nominally forty-three cents for 
choice 


prime summer yellow, and some 


lots have been sold at that figure, but the 


oil has gone for a special trade, and the 
purchases were made only as the con- 
sumers actually needed the oil.

A New Foster Twisting Machine. 





The toster Machine Co., of Westfield, 
Mass., is just placing on the market a new 
twisting machine that is meeting with much 
favor among textile manufacturers gener- 
ally, on account of the several improve- 
ments it contains. The machine will take 
the yarn from the spinner’s bobbin or mule 
cop and double two or more ends together, 
twist and wind it on cones or tubes, or into 
skeins, all in one operation, putting in a 
standard twist of from one turn to the yard 
up to ten or fifteen turns to the inch, with 
stop-motion for each thread. The doubling 
and twisting device can be run at a speed 
of 3000 to 4000 revoluticns per minute, and 
the production depends on the number of 
turns of twist that are to be put in and 
number of yarn to be wound. It can be 
used as a common cone and tube winder or 
doubler, being built after the latest im- 
proved patterns, by stopping the twisting 
shaft and running drums the 
speed for such work. This
